AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, May 17.—The foal- 
lowing destription of a dramatic 
feature of the battle of Mazatlan was 
received today from a staff cor- 
respondent with the American ficet: 
ON BOARD FLAGSHIP CALI- 
FORNIA (per 8. 8S. Cetriana) May 6. 
—Three men and an infant were 
killed and eight other persons were 
wounded this morning when one of 
two bombs dropped from a rebel bi- 
Plane exploded in the heart of the 
city. 
It seems improbable that the avia- 
tor’s intentions were tc drop his mis- 
sile of death and destruction among 
the non-combatants. . 
Ft. Reynaldo Diaz on the height to 
the left of the town was his target. 
As a result of the killing of the 
non-combatants, Admiral Howard 
sent,a note to Gen. Obregon, com- 
manding the rebel forces outside the 
city, protesting against the wanton 
use to which the air craft had been 
put. The note was concurred in by 


of | Commander: Von Schoenberg of the 


German cruiser Nurmburg. 
Lieutenant-Commander F. L. Oli- 
ver, fleet engineer, and Lietit. Wal- 
lace Betholen, aide of Admiral How- 
ard’s personal staff, who were sent 
ashore and passed through to the 
rebel lines, returned at nightfall. 
Admiral Howard's drastic note ac- 
complished the desired result.’ 

Gen. Iturbe, commander of .the 
rebel forces two miles from Mazatlan 
and Edward Hay, aide to Obregon, 
expressed deep regret for the killing 
of the non-combatants by the aero 
bomb. In their response Admiral 
Howard, the rebel officers admitted 
their error and promised to. confine 
their attacks to the fortified Federal 
positions. 

‘The terrible havoc wrought by the 
biplane caused a general exodus from. 
the streets and plazas. For .the re- 
mainder of the day the terrorized 
populace remained under cover. 

A handful of Americans, still cling-

The inhabitants, believing that the 
air craft would drop manifestos, as 
on previous flights, and, with no 
thought of the impending danger, 
gg into the streets and gazed sky- 
ward. 

Like a huge buzzard, the biplane 
darted towani Ft. Reynaldo Diaz. The 
aviator cut the lashing to which one 
of the two bombs was slung to the 
plane, and the instrument of death 
sped earthward., 

Striking the curbing of Carnival 
street, two squares from the cathedral, 
whose spires gle.imed in the morning 
sunlight, the bomb burst. 

The explosion was frightful. The 
bomb worked like a gimilet, hurling 
the wreckage it caused in all direc- 
tions. 

The men and child who were killed 
were in a house, the front wall of 
which was fractured like an egg. Their 
mangled bodies were later dug from 
the ruins, A great cry. of anguish and 
terror arose, and the hundreds in the 
vicinity fled to the shelter of the ca- 
thedral while others sank to .their 
knees and mumbled prayers. ' 

Windows in houses for. blocks 
around were shattered by the violent 
detonation. From the _ streets and 
shattered walls arose a great pall of 
dust. Wounded men lay writhing in 
the debris. 

On sped the biplane over the post 
and another cloud of dust rising from 
the hillside showed that the aviator 
‘had taken range from the first bomb. 
But if the desire of the aviator was 
. to silence the fort he was disappoint- 
ed. The second bomb exploded harm- 
lessly on the hillside and a moment 
later the artillery of Reynaldo Diaz 
was again throwing shrapnel across 
the harbor to the rebel position on

When questioned by the writer re- 
garding. his attitude in the case ot 
intervention, Gen. Carranza replied: 
“IT will know how to maintain the 
dignity and honor of my country,” 
and many of his followers think he 
spoke the truth. 

In studying the possibility of fu- 
ture trouble it must be remembered 
that practically every Mexican, in- 
telligent or illiterate, firmly believes 
in _ heart that Mexico can whip 
the United States without trouble and 
that we would experience much diffi- 
culty in preventing théir armies from 
marching to Washington. 

Absurd as this may appear to Amer- 
icans, nO doubt exists that thousands 
of Mexicans are in the attitude of 
courting War and the resistance that 
will be offered will depend a)most 
wholly on the people and their lead- 
ers who up to the present have re- 
mained in the background. .

MANY AMERICANS KILLED 
“BY WEST COAST MEXICANS. 


Refugees Arriving in San Francisco from Manzanillo 
Report a Score of Murders and Other Atrocities—The 
Brig Geneva Captured and Crew Held Prisoners for 


AN FRANCISCO, May 17.— 
Graphic reports of the murder of 
Americans, the capture by a Mexi- 

can transport of the American brig 
Geneva, the imprisonment of United 
States Consul Clement 8S. Edwards of 
Acapuico, and many atrocities on the 
West Coast of Mexico, were brought 
‘Im today by the officers and 150 refu- 
gees on the British steamer Cetriana, 
which arrived today from Manzanillo. 
Lieut. Edward J. Minister, Royal 
Naval Reserve, commander of the 
Cetriana, got his steamer loaded with 
refugees, away from Manzanillo by 
daring and skilifui action on April 
28, when it was believed the Mexicans 


were preparing to burn it at the dock 
by firing and dynami the wharves. 

According to the refugees, when 
news of the capture of Vera Cruz by 
the United States reached the West 
Coast it was taken by the Mexicans 
ag the beginning of war. The Mexi- 
cans were inflamed to a high pitch, 
they say, and the Americans aban- 
doned their homes and fied. All be- 
lieve they would have been killed if 
they had stayed. 

As the Cetriana got away from the 
dock, maneuvering out of 
what is reported to be an attempt to 
hem it in by four Mexican steamers, 
a rifle fire was directed against it. 
Many of the bullets struck 
steamer. 

Upwards of a score of murders, 
mostly of Americans, were reported 
by the Cetriana’s passengers, who 
gave names in some instances. _. 

Capt. W. H. Ferguson of the brig 
Geneva of San Francisco was one of 
the Cetriana’s passengers. For nearl 
a week his ship, crew and four refu- 
gees were held as prisoners of war 
by the Mexicaas, he reports. The ar- 
rival of the U.S.8. Raleigh brought 
about his release. 

GENEVA’S CAPTURE. 

Capt. Ferguson sai?” 

“We left San Francisco January 31 
and discharged our cargo at Guay- 
mas, Mazatian and San Blas. On 
April 21. we were all ready to sail 
north, except that we needed water 
and provisions. 

“That night the news of the taking 
of Vera Cruz was received and the 
port officials notified me that war had 
been declared between the United 
States and Mexico. They would give 
us no water or provisions but told us 
We took on four American 
refugees, including a woman with a 
baby, and sailed. 

“There was not sufficient water 
aboard for us to reach an American 
port.

Manzanillo and arrived there April 
15, five miles from the harbor. 

“There was no American warship in 
sight and the Geneva headed out to 
sea. On April 26 we were twelve miles 
off Manzanillo in a flat calm.

STEAMSBSHIPS WITHDRAWN.

Frederick Jebsen, owner of the 
Mazatlan and president of the Lloyd 
Mexicana S. A., has lost two vessels 
through seizure by the Mexicans and 
will lay up the Mazatlan pending a 
settlement of the difficulties along 
the lower coast. 

Willlam Eadie, owner of the Cetri- 
ana, declares that he would not risk 
the ship again in Mexican waters until 
traffic conditions improved. :

NEW YORK, May 17.—Results of 
an exhaustive investigation into the 
conditiong in the Balkans during and 
following the wars of 1912 and 1913 
with a view to clarifying public opin- 
ion which has been baffled by con- 
flicting reports and befogged by un- 
authentic detail were made public to- 
night by the Balkan commission of 
inquiry of the Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace. 

Pessimisam based on the terrible 
moral consequences of a war which 
was a series of unutterakle atrocities 
characterizes the conclusions of the 
commission as to the possibilities of 
fimmediate peace or stability among 
the Balkan nations. The situation at 
present, in the final judgment of the 
commission, is hardly susceptible of 
@ pacific solution. “Under present 
conditions,” reads the .report, “the 
case seems well-nigh hopeless.” 

The report, which contains seven 
chapters and a preface by Nicholas 
Murray Butler, is the work of the fol- 
lowing members of the commission: 

Dr. Josef Redlich, professor of pub- 
lic law in the University of Vienna, 
Austria; Baron d’Estournelles de Con- 
stant and M. Justin Cadart, lawyer 
and member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, of France; Dr. Walther Schuck- 
‘ing, professor of law at the University 
of Marburg, Germany; Francis W. 
Hirst, editor of The Economist, and 
Dr. H. N. Brailsford, journalist, of 
Great Britain; Prof. Paul Milioukov, 
member of the Russian Douma, and 
Dr. Samuel T. Dutton, professor in 
Teachers College, Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York. Copies of the report 
may be had upon application to the 
Carnegie Endowment, dD.

This formidable document carefully 
considers every conceivable aspect of 
the Balkan situation beginning with a 
short history of the Balkan people and 
concluding with the moral and social 
consequences of the war. 


LIST OF HORRORS. 


Stabbing through the glamor of 
warfare which attended the triumph- 
ant demobilization of Servian troops 
and all the customary glorifications 
of the victors, the commission found 
conditions of desolation, utter wretch- 
edness and social and moral disinte- 
gration which defied full portrayal 
even in its comprehensive report. This 
moral and social chaos is the direct 
result, aceording to the commission, 
of the unspeakal'> practices of the 
contending forces. “he recital of 
these. barbarities which forms a prin- 
cipal part of the report is the first 
detailed and collective presentation of 
facts which have so far been offered 


of newspaper reports, and charge and 
gounter-charge. The list of horrors 
compiled from the statements of eye- 
witnesses for whose reliability the 
commission vouches, is at times more 
startling than the unsupported rumors 
which were formerly received with 
incredulity. 2 

In this indictment brought by the 
commission against all the contending 
forces, no one of the Balkan nations 
is spared. Atrocities committed upon 
the non-combatant Moslems in Mace- 
donia-surpassed in many instances the 
crimes committed by the race from 
which the Christian nations were 
supposed to have received their edu- 
eation in the refinements of cruelty. 
The barbarous acts and inhuman re- 
prisals performed by Bulgarians, Ser- 
vians and Greeks against each other 
would be incredible if they were not 
supported by unquestionable evidence. 
From the data supplied by the com- 
misgion it is impossible to argue that 
one of the nations was less violent 
than another in its ghastly warfare. 

The commission gives three causes 
of the war which followed the demand 
of the allies for autonomy of the Eu- 
ropean vilayets, and redivision accord- 
ing to nationality. These were the 
weakness and want of foresight’ of 
Turkey; the powerlessness of Turope 
to impose on a constitutional Turkey 
he reforms she had introduced into an 
absolute Turkey; and the conscious- 
nese of increased strength which al- 
liance gave to the Balkan states. 
_ The occupation of Macedonia by 
Greeks and Servians and the threat- 
Bulgarian 
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nation fostered the germs of discord 
among the Balkan allies which had 
not been stified by treaties, the terms 
of which were in continual dispute. 
Alleged Bulgarian violations of 
treaties and Servian transgressions 
followed by mutual demands for con- 
ceasions and extensions of frontier, 
precipitated a war between the allies, 
which. for wanton. cruelty and evhole- 
sale demolition is almost unparal- 
leled. 
FRIGHTFUL MASSACRES. 

The second chapter of the report 
under the heading of “The War and 
the Non-Combatant Population” is a 
recital of these horrors. In a review

“There nevertheless remains, when

This indictment, which consists 
mainiy of the events at Doxato and 
Demi-Hissar, with the burning of 
Serres, is carefully weighed and in- 
vestigated in the report of the com- 
mission, which says in conclusion: 

“The case against the Bulgarians, 
which remains after a critical ex- 
amination of the evidence, is suffi- 
ciently grave. In each case the Brl- 
garians acted under provocation and 
in each case the accusation is great- 
ly exaggerated, but their reprisals 
were none the less lawless and un- 
measured.” 

EXCESSES BY GREEKS, 

_ The commission's judgment on re- 
ported excesses committed by 
Greeks among the Bulgarian peas- 
anury was founded on vivid narratives 
told by eye-witnesses, for whose 
veracity the commission holds itself 
responzlble. An intelligent Bulgarian 
boy of 14, who escaped the onslaught 
of the Greeks by feigning death, told 
the commission that he saw 
mother snot and killed by a Greek 
cavalryman, that he saw his village 
burn, and that a Greek trooper had 
all but killed him with a revolver 
shot and saber cut, the marks of 
which he bore. The story was cor- 
roborated and it was the opinion of 
the commission that the incident was 
typical. 

Evidence gathered regarding the 

village of Akanjeli satisfied the com- 
mission that, although the vilage sub- 
mitted from the first, it was sacked 
and burned; the Greek troops gave 
themselves up openly to a debauch 
of lust; and that many of the peas- 
ants were killed wantonly and with- 
out provocation. The mass of evi- 
dence, according to the report, goes 
to show that there was nothing singu- 
lar in the cases which the commission 
itself investigated. In one instance 
a nurhber of Europeans witnessed the 
brutal conduct of a detachment of 
Greek regulars under three officers. 
Fifteen wounded Bulgarian soldiers 
took refuge in the Catholic convent 
of Paliortsi and were nursed by the 
sisters. Father Alloati reported this 
fact to the Greek commandant, 
whereupon a detachment was sent in 
search for a Bulgarian chief who was 
not there. In the course of the 
Search the Bulgarian Catholic priest 
Was severely flogged in the presence 
of Greek officers. Five Bulgarian 
women and a young girl were tor- 
tured and a large number of peas- 
ants carried off to prison without 
reason. The officer in command 
threatened to 
va and to burn down the con- 
vent. 
“If such things could be done to 
Europeans in a _ buildi under the 
protection of the French flag,” con- 
tinues the report, “it is#not difficult 
to believe that Bulgarian peasants 
fared incomparably worse. Denial un- 
fortunately is impossible. No verdict 
which could be based on the evidence 
collected by the commission could be 
more severe than that which Greek 
soldiers have pronounced upon them- 
selves.”” 

A series of twenty-five letters writ- 
ten by Greek soldiers, containing 
definite avowals of the  brutalities 
they had committed, were studied 
— particular care by the commis- 
sion. 

The commission was unable to in- 
form itself fully on the conduct of the 
Servian army toward Bulgarian non- 
combatants, but it regards the deso- 


nificant. No moral judgment is ven- 
tured upon the conduct of the Balkan 
races. 
offenses is found by the commission in 
the fact that the Balkans grew up 
amid Turkish models of warfare, the 
memory of which was still an open 
wound. 

In a subsequent chapter there is an 
exposure of the atrocities committed 
at Adrianople by the Bulgarians and 
reprisals by the Turks. The recital of 
murders, Massacre, torture,  pil- 
lage, rape and unspeakable cruel- 
ties is continued. Instances include 
the drowning of forty-five Turks at 
Kavagatch by Bulgarians, the mur- 
dering of 300 people In and about 
Rodosto as a Turkish reprisal. A 
Greek report states that the Turkish 
army killed, burned and disbursed a 
total population of 15,960 in the Mal- 
gara district. 

In commenting on the Bulgarian- 
Servian country the commission says

“T will simply call for the transcripts 
of evidence in the cases of whatever 
convicted murderers may be itn the 
penitentiary if the bill ise defeated. 
If then, in my opinion, any of them 
deserve commutation, such commu- 
tations will be issued.” And in re- 
sponse to a query as to whether he 
would allow the sentences. of the 
courts to be inflicted upon the others, 
he answered: “There will be nothing 
else to do.” In spite of all of ‘this, 
It is believed that he will find exten- 
uating circumstances in connection 
with all the crimes. If the Governor 
be defeated in the coming campaign 
it is possible that he will let the 
whole matter go over, for most of the

Most of the cotton of the coming 
season in this valley will be of the 
Egyptian variety, ag the growers now 
believe they have established them- 
selves in outside markets and that 
there will be no future difficulty in 
selling their crops... In opposition toe 
this idea, however, farmers are plant- 
ing several thousand acres of Durango 
and, short-staple cotton around Gilen- 
dale and Laveen, in the western part 
of the valley, claiming that under lo- 
cal conditions the short staple va- 
riety, yielding as well as it does “down 
South,” is of superior quality and 
will bring much higher prices than 
the gulf staple. It is urged also that 
the cost of picking and one the 
short staple is only about half that 
of the Egyptian. This idea is being 
fought vigorously by the Egyptian 
cotton growers, who are fearful of a 
lowering of the grade of their product 


by the proximity of poorer varieties. 


FARMERS UNION. 

A new incorporation ts the Farm- 
ers’ Co-operative Union of Maricopa 
County, with 5000 shares. It is hoped 
to bring all the farmers of the val- 
ley within the organization and 
through it to market nearly all agri- 
cultural products. 

ARIZONA NOTES. 


The Phoenix: National Bank of this . 
city, already a United States de 
pository, has been named as the Fed- 
eral reserve bank for Arizona. 

The racing ‘programme for this 
fall's State Fair is now being- pre- 
pared by the Fair Commission. On 
the automobile programme are five 
races, with prizes amounting to about 
$3200. The principal event will be 
one of fifty miles for $2000. 

Running races are to have a more 
prominent part than Usual on the 
racing card at the State Fair, with 
three events daily for purses up te 
$350. For cowboy relay races, $75° 
has been set aside in prizes and about 
as much more for Wild West sports. 

Plans are being madé by the 
Borderland Route Association for an- 
other auto race during Fair time, frem 
El Paso to Phoenix. A movemerit 
has also been started in Albuquerque 
for a race from that city to Phoenix, 
probably over the southern route, as 
the Springerville road may be blocked 
with -snow in November. 

According to official census reportk, 
the population of Phoenix this spring 
is roughly estimated at 16,870 péeo- 
ple, compared with 11,134 in 19190, 
an increase of 61 per cent. In the 
same estimate Tucson is given a pop- 
ulation of 15,604, an increase of 19 
per cent. over the census figures of 
1910, in which that city led Phoenix 
by-a couple of thousand names. These 
figures are in contrast with local es- 
timates, which give Phoenix about 
23,000 and Tucson about 21,000;

With Olty Expected to Make Its

Free funerals for cats and dogs 
will soon be a reality in Los An- 
geles, for the new $400,000 incin- 
erator is t® be started today and one 
of the concessions made by the 
garbage company in its contract with 
the city is to gather in all the little 
dogs and cats who die and cart them 


ashes or some b¥-product which may 
be capitalized. 
Really, the incinerator will not be 
for séveral months to 
come, for the work that is to be 
started today is merely the outlining 
of the frames for the animal morgue. 
Cc. D. Crouch, who has the contra:>t 
with the city—and a very comfortable 
contract it is—will break the ground 
and start concrete work. Presently, 
along will come the incinerating ma- 


The garbage contract. entered into 
by the Board of Public Works and 
Crouch is one of the unusual docu- 
ments on file in the city archives. It 
has cost the city more money than 
the wording of the instrument indi- 
cated when it passed under the eyes 
of the City Attorney, the City En- 
gineer and the Board of Public 
Works. The city officials didn’t know 
it at the time, but they were actually 
Signing an agreement to do $15,000 
worth of street improvement for the 
plant at Lenard street and the Santa 
Fe tracks, and donate $5000 worth of 
water to the incinerator each year. 

In this day and age, when munici- 
pal ownership looms up as a seductive 
offering, the clause providing that at 
the end of five years the city may 
own the plant must have attracted the 
eye of the city officials. 

Crouch to handle all the 


swill and deliver it at the incinerator. 
The residue of restaurant meals and 
hotel dinners will arrive at the 
garbage transformer only to be 
changed into something more usefu) 
even if less palatable. | 

Crouch pays the city 61 cents a 
ton for every ton of garbage deliv- 
ered. After that he can make soap 
or anything else of it he sees fit. If 
he handles all the garbage he ex- 
pects, he says he will get rich on 
his contract. The city feels that it 
didn’t make a bad bargain, so far 
as disposal of garbage is concerned, 
even if the joker in the contract did 
surprise two or three city depart- 
ments. 

Crouch is at liberty to charge any 
citizen unfortunate enough to have 
a dead cow, a dead pig or a dead 
horse, anywhere from 80 cents to $3 
a head. It will add materially to the 
high cost of living for any one t» 
have a horse or cow die, whereas, i[t 
will cost nothing when a cat or a 
dog shuffles off. The collection of 
smaller animals is to be done free 
of cust. 

At the same time the new garbage 
company will handle an ambulance 
serviee for injured horses that run 
afoul of the nimble auto. 

Crouch has erected garbage plants 
in different parts of the country. 
comes from Chicago, where he has 
operated for many years. H. J. Mur- 
phy, his assistant, arrived yesterday 
from the East and will superintend 
the construction of the machinery at 
the new plant.

The sea lion kept close to the boat 
and Freeth swam out to the skiff 
from the wharf.
